Only as far back as the seventeenth 


century astronomers placed the nnm- 
ber of stars in the universe as a little 
over 1,000, but this was absurd, as the 
real number visible to the naked eye Is 
about 7,000, and perhaps treble that 
number can be seen by persons with 
exceptionally good eyesight. When the 
heavens, 
however, 
are 
examined 


through a telescope the number of visi- 
ble stars is enormously increased. In 
fact, it has been calculated that the 
most powerf el" reveals as mnny as 
100,000,000! Tet what is that vast 
number compared with infinity? It 
Cannot even be likened to a grain of 
sand on the seashore, nud yet if we 
think the matter out carefully we shal! 
see that the number of visible stars 
cannot '-really be infinite, for if they 
were the heavens would be 11 complete 
blaze of light. 
This, of course, we 


know is far from being the case, and 
indeed there cannot be any doubt that 
in certain-parts of the heavens at least 
the number of. visible stara is already 
known, for even with the very stron- 
gest telescopes there are blank spaces 
which arc absolutely devoid of stars 
below a certain magnitude or even the 
veriest trace of nebulous light. 


These spaces are known to astrono- 


mers by the name of "coal sacks." 
They contain no stars fainter than the 
twelfth magnitude and, in fact, appear 
to mark those psirts of the universe 
which are comparatively thin. On the 
other hand, iu other parts of the heav- 
ens we have not by any means reached 
the limit of telescopic resolvability. It 
is curious, though, that these intensely 
dark '"holes" in the bright empyrean 
are mostly to be found in those parts 
of the heavens where most stars 
abound, notably in the Milky Way. 


These remarkable blank spvits have 


been a favorite theme of discussion 
and argument among all astronomers, 
for, 
whatever the real shape or dis- 


tribution of that universe may be, they 
point to the almost certain inference 
that iu a particular direction' at least 
there is an actual: limit to the number 
of stars, and if there is a limit in one 
direction we have every right to sup- 
pose that such is the case in others, 
and that we have only to wait for 
telescopes strong enough to resolve 
those parts which are 'still uaresolvn- 
ble to discover that a point can be 
reached when all the stars of the uni- 
verse are unfolded to our gaze. 


If, now, we admit that the number 


of risible .stars is limited, the nest 
question to be asked Is, What Is the 
order or shape of their distribution? 
Various astronomers have had various 
theories about this matter. HerscbeJ 
•was inclined to think that the visible 
universe was in the shape of u disk, 
Thotigh his TO'V.'S !:: this 'direction were 
considerably modifier! during the later 
part of his life. Striive considered that 
the universe was in the shape of a disk 
Of limited thickness, hut infinite length, 
ft theory which is hard to support, as, 
unless the ultimate extinction of light 
!« space is believed in, that part of 
ihe heavens which lay toward tho 
piano of the disk would necessarily 
*hine w!th the brightness of the sini. 
Proctor, though 8n«lug R impossible to 
define any particular shape for the vis- 
ible universe, as a whole, wns of the 
opinion that the brightest part, of it— 
namely, the Milky Way— was in 'tho 
form of a spiral. This latter theory, 
however, hfts mnny objections to con- 
land with. Other astronomers hnva 
had different theories on this (jup.stlon. 
but ft!!, or iisnrly all, nppcar to ndinit 
an ultimate limit to the sine of the vlsl- 
bte universe, or, in other words, bellera 
tlwt tho gJilaxy of worlds which sur- 
round us form.

Does the Sun Chance ShnpeT 


Professor C. L. Poor as tie result of 


careful study of hellometer measure-

Tliere are ai>,o places 
equally salt where the proximity of a 
certain amount of useless water pro- 
duces a larger quantity of plant life 
than in the ordiuarr iisert For the 
rest there is a vast waste of saiidy 
patches and of gravelly soil, fertile 
enough when water can be" brought to 
it sometimes flecked with dry, brown- 
ish shrubs, sometimes quite bare. 


Two desert plants never touch one 


another. In the most favorable pluces 
two very tiny shrubs may be fonnd 
within two yards of each other, bnt 
with a single exception one does not 
see on the central Persian caravau 
route a place away from the hills 
with enough natural growth to modify 
the color of the distance. 


Even in the oases no seed comes up 


that is not purposely sown; no plant 
seems to have any association with 
the rest One fires the eye on each of 
them individually as upon a siugi 
unit, not as on a part of a field or 
garden. 


The water for these oases Is brongu 


by the most difficult means imagina 
ble. It is found in abundance at th 
foot of tho mountains, perhaps -J(X 
feet underground.
